Senator Hill’s Legacy Bill Which 
He Will Offer as an'‘Amendment 


TO THE WILSON TARIFF BILL 


The State Bank Tax* Repeal—What Mr 
Warner Says About It—Wash- 
ington News Generally. 


Washington, December 10.—(Special.)— 
President Pat?tick Walsh, of the Augusta 
exposition, with Mayor J. H. Alexander and 
Mr. C. H. Cohen, arrived this afternoon to 
escort the vice president and party to Au- 
gusta. They secured a splendid representa- 
tive body of statesmen and the party left 
for Augusta at 10:40 o’clock tonight in a 
special car attached to the vestibute limited 
of the Richmond and Danville railroad. 
They will reach Augusta at 4 o’clock to- 
morrow afternoon. 

The party consists of Vice President 
Stevenson, Secretary of Navy Herbert, 
Secretary of Interior Smith, Congress- 
man Springer, of Illinois, and Congressman 
Sperry, of Connecticut. Senator Butler, of 
South Carolina, will join the party at 
Columbia. They will spend Monday evening 
and Tuesday at the exposition. 

Mr. Walsh and the committeemen regret 
that the president could not go, but they 
have a thoroughly representative body of 
statesmen. The vice president and Mr. 
Springer are both exgeptionally good ora- 
tors, and visitors to the exposition on Tues- 
day will have a great day of it. 

Mr. Walsh extended invitations to the 
southern correspondents to accompany the 
party, but none of them were able to leave 
Washington just at this time on account 
of the tariff contest. 

Senator Colquitt in Washington. 

Senator Colquitt, accompanied by his 
wife and two daughters, arrived this after- 
noon. The senator looks somewhat. better 
than he did during the extra session. He 
stood the trip from Atlanta splendidly. 

Speaker Crisp is very much interested in 
the bill just reported from the banking and 
currency committee, exempting from tax- 
ation the issue of notes and certificates put 
out by banks during the recent panic. He 
hopes to have the house take it up and pass 
it this week. The vote on that may be an 
indication of the strength of the bill repeal- 
ing the state bank tax. 

Too Much Formality. 

Many of the frequenters of the capitol, 
and particularly visitors, are complaining a 
good deal about the wall the senators are 
building about themselves. The time was 
when a senator was as e@sy to see as a 
representative. A visitor could send in his 
card at any time. It is not so now. There 
are only certain hours in the day when a 
card will be carried into the senate cham- 
ber. A new rule has also been made which 
excludes the public from the senate cham- 
‘ber at any hour in the morning before the 
- ie meets. Heretofore it has been that 
visitors could go on the floor of the senate 
up to within fifteen minutes of the time of 
meeting. Now visitors are not allowed on 
the floor at any time in the morning before 
the senate meets, and the only time they 
can gain access to the chamber is thirty 
minutes after the senate adjourns. That is 
usually too late for visitors and the young 
married couples and sight-seers generally 
who are always in Washington in future 
will not be able to go home and boast of 
having sat even for a moment in the vice 
president’s chair or in the chairs occupied 
by distinguished senators. 

The senate has also excluded the general 
public from riding in the elevator on the 
west side of the chamber. That elevator 
is now reserved for senators. The news- 
paper men, of course, are allowed to ride 
up and down in it, but the general public 
must go on the other side of the building 
for an elevator. The senators defend them- 
selves by holding that they are not sup- 
posed to be on exhibition like animals ina 
menagerie. They hold that they should be 
able to work at their desks in the senate 
chamber before the senate meets without 
being annoyed by office seekers and cranks 
generally, who will go in when the doors 
are open and insist upon long interviews. 

Senator Hill's Legacy Bill. 

Senator Hill has prepared a bill to impose 
a le y or succession tax. Its first section 
protien that all property, real and per- 
sonal, which shall pass by will, or by the 
interstate laws of any state or territory, or 
any interest therein or incomes therefrom 
transferred by sale or gift to take effect 
after the death of the grantor or bargainer, 
shall be taxed if the whole of such prop- 
erty shall exceed $5,000 in fair market value. 
The tax is imposed as follows: Lineal heirs, 
1 per cent on-_personal property, real estate 
exempt; brothers and sisters, 2 per cent 
on both real and personal property; uncles, 
etc., 4 per cent; grandparents, etc., 5 per 
cent; corporations and strangers, 10 per 
cent. Husbands and wives are exempt 
where the value of property is not over 
$5,000. Minors are exempt if the estate does 
not exceed $10,000; if it does the excess is 
taxed 1 per cent. 

Iexecutors, administrators or trustees are 
held “personally responsible for the tax un- 
til it is paid to the collector or deputy col- 
lector of the district of which the testator 
was a resident. An executor, administrator 
or trustee who delivers a false schedule of 
the property or misrepresents the relation- 
ship of the legatees is made liable to a 
fine, not exceeding $1,000, to be recovered 
with costs of suit. If the collector of the 
district is dissatisfied with the schedule de- 
livered he is authorized to bring proceed- 
ings in the federal courts. 

It is understood that Mr. Hill will offer 
his bill as an amendment to the Wilson 
bill when that measure reaches the senate. 


The State Bank Tax. 


If all the southern congressmen would 
manifest as much interest in the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on state banks as Con- 
gressman John DeWitt Warner, of New 
York, there would be no doubt of the suc- 
cess of such a bill. Although Mr. Warner's 
constituents are not particularly interested 
in this measure one way or the other, he 
has exhibited much energy in his work for 
it. Mr. Warner is a member of the com- 
mittee on banking and currency, which is 
preparing the measure. 

“I do not think the committee on banking 
and currency will make a report for several 
weeks,”’ said Mr. Warner today. 
very difficult and delicate matter to handle 
-in view of the divided condition of the house 
on it. But I think that within a few weeks 
we will be able to report a measure that I 
hope can be adopted. I, however, do not 
expect it to be considered in the house until 
after the tariff bill is disposed of. The idea 
now being considered by the Committee is 
for the general government not to interfere 
with the issue of state banks for circula- 
tion within the state in which it is issued, 
but to make certain provisions in regard to 
the issue for circulation in other states 
as well as the state in which issued. There 
will perhaps be a provision limiting the 
amount of currency to be issued to 76 per 
cent of the unimpaired capital stock of the 
bank, and for such bank to make a small 
deposit with the comptroller of the cur- 


rency. The comptroller will also be given.

authority to make examinations of these 
banks and publish reports showing the con- 
dition of the same at regular intervals. 
Now I think these are about as few restric- 
tions as could be put about the measure. I

“The southern people, it strikes me, are 
not manifesting as much interest in this 


measure as they should. Many democrats | 


in the north are advocating the measure. 
The large bankers of the north and east 
are not opposed to it. They do not seem 
to care one way or the other. Such finan- 
cial papers as The New York Commercial 
Bulletin and The Financial Chronicle are 
advocating the repeal of this tax. I think 
with proper management and proper work 
the bill canbe put through the house. Of 
course the republicans will be solid against 
it, and so will the populists. The populists 
do not want it because it would deprive 
them of their stock in trade, so to speak. 
It would relieve the cry for more money in 
the south and west. 

“I am sorry that Mr. Cleveland did not 
speak in favor of this in his message, but 
I am confident that he is not opposed to it. 
Indeed, I feel sure that he will not veto 
a bill of this character. I fear, however, 
his failure to advocate it may have lost us 
some votes. I had counted on all the New 
York democrats except two voting for it. 
Now I am not absoultely sure of more than 
a half-dozen of the New York members, 
though it is impossible to tell just how 
they will vote. I find no great hostiTity to 
the measure among democrats, but I do 
find many who do not seem to care one way 
or the other, and men in this condition are 
generally inclined to vote on the negative 
side of a question unless a very strong 
fight be made for the bill. I do not know a 
single democratic member of the tiouse who 
will make a vigorous fight on such & meas- 
ure. Therefore, I think that if the advo- 
cates of the bill wiil go earnestly to work in 
its favor in time we can build up a senti- 
ment in the house in favor of it strong 
enough to adopt the meezesure. JT do not 
think that it could be adopted if reported 
immediately. Should we attempt to COly- 
sider it immediately the chances are that it 
would be defeated, simply because there 
has not been a proper amount of work 
done in favor of it or as much enthusiasm 
manifested on the part of its advocates as 
there should have been.”

IN CONGRESS THIS WEEK. 


Baliley’s Bankruptcy Bill Will Be Re- 
ported—Cotton Tax Claims. 


Washington, December 10.—The sudden 
collapse of the bankruptcy bill in the house 
last Friday has somewhat disorganized the 
programme in the house for the coming 
week, which it was supposed would be al- 
most entirely devoted to that subject. As 
is expected, the house will begin the week 
tomorrow with no definite work in view. 
The tariff will not come up for debate until 
a week from tomorrow, the 18th, at’ the 
earliest. The majority report will be filed 
with the bill, but it will be some days be- 
fore the republicans have their report pre- 
pared. 

The bill for the admission of Utah, which 
consumed the morning hour on Friday, will 
again come up during the morning tomor- 
row. The republicans will probably contin- 
ue fillibustering and at the conclusion of the 
hour tomorrow the privilege of the bill. will 
end and it will return to its place on the 
calendar Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, who ‘s in 
charge of the measure, says that in that 
event he will ask the committee on rules for 
a day for consideration and he expects that 
before Saturday night the bill will have 
passed the house and have been sent to the 
senate. 

On Tuesday the committee on judiciary 
meets and it is expected that it will imme- 
d‘ately report a favorable recommendation 
of Mr. Bailey’s bill for the establishment of a 
voluntary and involuntary features, the pre- 
the house gave a crushing majority against 
the Torrey bill, which included both the 
volutary and involuntary features, the pre- 
vailing opinion is that an overwhelming 
sentiment in the house favors a single vol- 
untary bankruptcy law, and Mr. Bailey 
thinks that it can and will be passed with- 
out debate. The Bailey bill differs radically 
from the Torrey bill. It creates no new of- 
ficial, except trustees, is limited in ‘its ap- 
plication to those who desire to take ad- 
vantage of its provisions and is distinctive- 
ly temporary in its character. It is framed 
as Mr. Bailey says, to cut two holés—one 
to let the honest debtor out and begin busi- 
ness life anew; the other to catch and hold 
the debtor. 

There are no bills of national 'mportance 
on the calendar. The most important, per- 
haps, is the one to protect forest reserva- 

tions, which has already had some considera- 

tion, and which will probably be disposed 
of this week. It involves a iarge amount 
of work, and is being bitterly opposed by 
the far-western members. 


Cotton Tax Claims. 


A favorable report on the bill to refund 
the cotton tax collected during the period 
between 1863 and 1868, amounting to $68,- 
072,388, has been ordered by the judiciary 
committee, and it is the ardent desire of 
the southern members that it receive con- 
sideration this week. Upon the prese:t 
calendar, the most important bill 1s the 
famous ‘“Biliy’’ McCGarrahan claim to the 
Rancho-Pancho grant. ' 

The contest on Senator Hill’s federal re- 
peal bill has been expected to furnish much 
more genuine political talk than any likely 
to be under discussion during ihe present 
congress. Having succeeded since the fifty- 
first congress in preventing the enactment 
of the force bill, the democrats—now that 
they are in control of all branches of the 
government—seek to follow up this triumph 
by wiping from the statute books virtualiy 
all the laws permitting federal interference 
at general elections, and, as the party in 
the south is united on this policy, and as 
the bill has already passed the house, it 
will seem there is every prospect of suc- 
cess. Naturally, the republicans, 1s a party, 
w'll antagonize the bill. Some senators are 
strongly opposed to the proposed legisla- 
tion, and will make every effort to prevent 
favorable action. While they recognize the 
futility of their opposition in pr2venting the 
ultimate passage of the bill, they hope to 
gain a party advantage by putting their 
views on rezorcd. 

Senator Hill’s motion will be antagonized 
by a counter-motion from Senator Hoar 
to refer the bill to the committee on privi- 
leges and elections, which will be offered 
as a substitute. There is a possibility that 
Senator Hoar’s motion may carry. It it 
should, the further consideration of the bill 
would be postponed until the committee 
has reported Mr. Hill’s bill. 

The Hill bill is now before the senate on 
a report from the judiciary. Many sena- 
tors, including democrats 1s well as republi- 
cans, are of the opinion that the bill should 
have properly gone to the committee on 
privileges and elections in the first place 
and that failing to secure that reference, 
they should have it, notwithstanding the 
reference to the other committee. 

The programme for the week also prom- 
ises a speech by Senator Morrill on the 
financial features of the president's mes- 
sage. The venerable senator from Vermont 
gercrally treats the senate to a set speech 
early in the session on some topic and he 
has chosen this session to address the senate 
on # subject dealing with the tariff and in- 
te-nal revenue. 

The Hawalian Question. 

The chances are that Hawaiian affairs 
will again, during the week, receive the 
attention of the senate. It is expected on 
all hands that the president will send in his 
reply to the senate resolution of inquiry 
early in the week, giving in detail his in- 
structions to Minister Willis and all other 
information in his possession. 
week has developed the fact that a large 
number: of the democratic senators stand 
ready to defend Mr. Cleveland’s policy. 
Ccnsequently the discussion will not be one- 
sided when it shall occur. 

The senate calendar contains a sufficient 
number of bills to ogg agree body entirely 
employed.

Charleston Will Be Patroled by Me- 
tropolitan Police, 


AND HAVE BUT VERY LITTLE VOICE 


In Selecting the Officers Whom Till- 
man Will Place There 


TO WATCH: THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


An Extra Session of the Legislature May 
Be Necessary to Revise the 
State Statutes. 


Columbia, S. C., December 10.—(Special.) 
Charleston is under the ban of reform. 
Her political sins against the dominant ele- 
ment have brought vengeance and a cyclone 
of Tillmanite wrath, piled Pelion upon Us- 
sa, is being added to the terrible fury of 
wind and water and the dread horrors of 
the earthqueke that have almost periodical- 
ly swept this city, the metropolis of the 
state. 

That legislation this year by the general 
assembly is inimical to Charleston is too 
plain for successful denial. Her cup of hor- 
rors is indeed about to run over. 

The successive bills inimical to Charles- 
ton have been reported in this correspond- 
ence from day to day. First came the bill 
to add on some very undesirable parts of 
Berkeley county and give Charleston a 
largely increased colored population made 
up of sea island negroes. Then therg is the 
bill throwing the city into the notorious 
“Black District,’’ which was once set apart 
for the negroes and which generally elects 
a negro congressmarm. By the recent cen- 
sus Charleston will be in a district which 
has 17,833 negroes and 10, 175 whites and the 
metropolis will have a hard row to hoe In 
election times if the bill passes the house, 
of which there is hardly any doubt. 

The Metropolitan Police Bill. 

The climax comes in the shape of the 
metropolitan police biil, of which mention 
was made in The Constitution this morn- 
The bill is very stringently drawn and

= oot This bill is the result 
of the dispensary scrapes in Charles- 
ton, and was recommended by Gov- 
ernor Tillman in his message to 
the legislature, the governor taking the 
position that the people there were so hos- 
tile to the dispensary law, being aided by 
the police, that under the present system 
there was no hope of enforcing the law in 
Charleston, and that the constabularly were 
impeded in their work of seizing illegal 


liquor and breaking up blind tigers. 

Under the bill Charleston will have no 
voice in choosing her police force, but she 
must pay the freight nevertheless. True, 
the city council is given the right to elect 
two of the five commissioners on the police 
board, but the governor selects the others. 

The bill strikes clear to the mark and at 
one blow provides for the repeal of all con- 
flicting provisions in the charter and Or- 
dinances of the city. The bill fas veen re- 
ferred to the judiciary committee of the 
house and will be favorably reported, 
though there are rumors that a minority 
will report against it. 

Probably an Extra Session. 

The house and the senate are at variance 
on the question of disposing of the report 
of Commissioner bBreazeale on the codifica- 
tion of the statute laws of the state. and 
thereby probably hangs an extra session 
and a big outlay of the dear people’s 
money in these hard times. The revision 
consists of two immense volumes printed 
in fine type. It was begun several years 
ago by the late ex-Judge Maher, and after 
his death the legislature elected Represnta- 
tive Breazeale to complete the work. The 
printed volumes have just been finished. The 
question as to how the report should be 
read is the problem of the session. The 
matter was referred to a special joint com- 
mittee, which reported that ‘the revision 
of the statutes, including the civil and crim- 
inal statutes and the code of civil procedure, 
should be re-enacted,”’ with certain amend- 
inents, ‘‘and to that end the committee 
herewith submit the said revision in the 
form of a bill, and recommend ‘that the 
Same be passed with the amendments sug- 
gested.’’ It did not take long for the sen- 
ate to dispose of the matter. The com- 
mittee’s report was rejected, and it was 
decided that the revision should merely be 
approved. 

On the other hand, the house yesterday 
decided that the committee’s position was 
the correct one, and that the entire revision 
must be read three times, just as bills are, 
in order that it should be re-enacted and 
made a handbook of law for peopie to have 
on their table to refer to. 

The house is officiaHy ignorant and deaf 
to the fact that the senate has acted the 
other way. One member yesterday began to 
give away the senate’s action when Mr. 
Gary, of Abbeville, jumped up and stop- 
ped. him, declaring his speech unparliament- 
ary. The committee bill, inciuding the 
bulky revision, has been made the special 
order for tomorrow and from day to day 
until disposed of. The house will according- 
ly begin the work of reading the revision 
without informing the senate until it has 
finished, which may take several weeks. It 
is not seen how an extra session can be 
obviated as the senate, if it does finally 
take the same position that the house has, 
will not begin the reading until ft is sent 
over from the house, which wili be en- 
tirely too late to enable it,.to_be read jn 
How to get 
out of this legislative quandary is a wear- 
isome problem, as a post-Christmas session 
and the consequent printing of the code as 
a part of the journal of each house will en- 
tail an enormous expense. 


THE GUILLOTINE PROPOSED 
As the Machine of Death for Rapists 
in South Carolina. 

Columbia, S. C., December 10.—(Special.)— 
Representative Williamson, of Sumter, will 
tomorrow propose an amendment to a 
house bill providing that executions be 
public that has every appearance of a 
first-class remedy for lynching. His idea 
is to incorporate a provision that rapists be 
guillotined. Judging from the action of the 
mobs in several recent lynchings in this 
state, this scheme will prove popular, as the 
blood-thirstiness satiated by placing the 
victim under the guillotine and, beginning 
with the toes, they could keep on slicing 
until every man in the crowd had a relic 
of the last sud rites. 


AGAINST BRECKINRIDGE. 


Kentucky Women Taking a Hand in 
the Campaign. 

Lexington, Ky., December 10.—The first 
shot in what wjll prove the most sensational 
campaign ever fought in the Ashland dis- 
trict will be inaugurated on Mon lay, when 
an Owens club is formed in this city to 
oppose the candidacy of Colonel W. Cc. P. 
Breckinridge for congress, and to advocate 
the claims of Hon. William C. Owens, of 
Scott county. Not alone in the blue grass 
region is the coming campaign of interest, 
for within a radius of 200 miles of Lexing- 
ton the campaign will be watched with all 
the expectancy experienced in the Ashland 
district. An unbiased statement of the real 
situation has never been published, cor- 
respondents and newspapers being under 
chligations to one side or the other, and 


lowing the crders from headquarters, are 
advocating the claims of the favored candi- 
date in the face of the fact that local 
recple can readily see the utter injustice 
of the reports. 

The true state of affairs are about as 
follows:

WHERE THEY WILL FIGHT. 


Jaeksonvifie Will Arrange a Bauild- 
. ing with Sufficient Scats. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 10.—The se- 
lection of Mayport as the place for Corbett 
to train by Delaney and the selection of the 
Jacksonville fair grounds by the athletic 
club as the site for the battle between ipe 
American and Englishman were the mo.t 
important developments, pugilistically 
Speaking, of the past week. The fair 
grounds and buildings have been placed at 
the disposal of the Duval Athletic Club by 
Mr. H. B. Plant and yesterday an architect 
was on the ground taking notes for a sketch 
to be used for the building. The old build- 
ing will form the center of the new one 
and around it will be built an arena, which, 
when completed, will form a structure 206 
feet long by 155 feet deep. There will be 
508 boxes with a seating capacity of~2,088 
people, and outside of these will be the 
arena, with a seating capacity of 8,952, and 
at each end there will be galleries with ac- 
commodations for 1,248, making a total seat- 
ing capacity ofg 12,238. 

The ring, twenty-four feet square, will 
be in the center of the building surrounded 
by boxes, ard three and one-half feet high. 
Outside of this will be a space eight feet 
wide for the members of the press and 
telegraph operators: The seats in the arena 
will commence even with the boxes and 
range up to a distance of twenty-two feet 
above the level of the floor of the box tiers. 
There are to be twenty-four tiers of seats 
in the arena, and on the north side will 
extend back for ad distance of forty-five 
feet, while those on the south, east and 
west sides will run back for a distance of 
forty feet. The building will _be well light- 
ed and ventilated, having four stories all 
around. The entrance to the building will 
be at the north -end. -The Duval Athletic 
Club is making arrangements for fifteen de- 
tectives, who will be selected from the best 
men in the service of the principal large 
cities of the north and who are well ac- 
quainted with all crooks. These detectives 
will spot all men who are suppwysed to be 
shady, immediately upon their arrival in 
the city, and take them to jail and keep 
them there until the contest is over.

MORE TROUBLE EXPECTED. 


The Lehigh Issues an Order Reducing 
& Wages of Some of Its Wen. 

‘ Buffalo, N. Y., December 10.—The Lehigh 
strike may be reopened in all its intensity. 
An official circular has been prepared, 
which will be promulgated on Monday, ad- 
dressed to the employes on the northern 
(Buffalo) division and announcing a cut of 
wages. The employes on this division have 
enjoyed a pay schedule which has been the 
envy of railroad men in the vicinity of 
other companies. The present reduction ap- 
plies to yard engineers and fireman and 
road firemen. The new scale fixes the pay 
of yard engineers at 25 cents an hour; yard 
firemen at 16 cents an hour for the first six 
months, 17 cents for the next six months, 
and 17% cents after that. Road firemen, 
$1.90 a day for the first six months; $2 for 
the second six months, and $2.10 after that. 

The peculiar feature of this order is that 
it will not affect the Lehigh’s old employes 
who did not go out on strike last month. 
They are to receive the old wages as a re- 
ward for their fidelity to the company’s in- 
terests. The new schedule will affect the 
“‘scabs’”’ and taken-back brotherhood men 
alike and alone. Leaders of the federated 
brotherhoods have counseled the men not 
to be harsh or hasty in passing judgment 
on the action taken by the road’s officials. 
A chief of the brotherhood said to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent: 

“We believe in letting the officials back 
down gracefully, not in trying to humiliate 
them because we have won; but the tem- 
per of our men who find their old places 
filled by incompetent men and are met with 
refusals to re-employ, has to be cooled by 
continual applications of sensible advice. 
Now that this order has been issued re- 
ducing wages, not on the basis of relative 
competency or length of service, but as a 
punishment for being a brotherhood man, it 
is possible that the men will insist on re- 
opening the strike.”’ 

Tomorrow the Lehigh expects to move as 
much freight as it was moving when the 
Strike occurred. The through sleeping car 
service in operation on the Lehigh prior to 
the strike, will be resumed tomorrow. 

. The cost of the Lehigh strike is variously 
estimated at from $200,000 to $1,000,000. The 
strikers, themselves, say half a million. At 
any rate, the loss of revenue and interrup- 
tion of business have been so grievous that 
no dividend will be issued in January. None 
was paid in October either, and the fact 
that a large part of the stock of: the Le- 
high is held by widows, orphans, public 
institutions and private’ establishments, 
whose principal support is derived from the 


dividends, promises distress if two quarters 
are passed.

Chicago, December 10.—Delegates to the 
thirteenth annual meeting of the American 
Federation of Labor, which opens tomorrow, 
have been holding caucuses all day.

FOUND THEIR MAN. 


French Detectives Have the Fiend Who 
Threw the Bomb 


IN THE MIDST OF . THE DEPUTIES | 


The Fellow Gave an Assumed Name, 
but It Did Not Work. 


HE CONFESSES TO THE PREFECT 


An Anarchist 0’ the Worst Sort—How the 
Police Located the Bomb Thrower. 
Foreign News Generally. 


Paris, December 10.—After a day of great 
excitment following the explosfon of a bomb 
in the chamber of deputies, the authorities 
have announced that they have the bom b- 
thrower in custody. The miscreant is nam- 
ed Marschal. He is an anarchist and has 
mede a full confession. 

News to the effect that fhe bomb-tkrower 
was in the hands of the police was circulat- 
ed today at noon, but was not confirmed 
until the official announcement was made 
tris afternoon, and now Paris will sleep 
easier and await the development of to- 
morrow. Marschall it appears was among 
the injured persons taken to the Hotel Dieu, 
the large hospital on* the north side of 
the Place du Paris, Notre Dame. Mar- 
schal soon fell under the suspicion of the 
authorities and he decided to make a full 
confession and did so, glorying in his das- 
tardly crime. 

How They Found the Bomb-Thrower. 

The discovery of the anarchist fiend 
was made in the following manner: Among 
the persons questioned by the police yes- 
terday was a man whose nose was almost 
blown off by the explosion of the bomb in 
the chamber of deputies yesterday. The 
suspect gave the name of Vaillant and 
said that he lived at Choissey le Roy. This 
man, who was attended by the physicians 
summoned to the refreshment room of the 
chamber after the explosion, was taken to 
the Hotel Dieu after being examined by 
the prefect of police. At the hospital men- 
tioned the suspect was carefully. watched 
by four detectives and it was noticed that 
he gave the name of Marschal when his 
pedigree was taken upon entering the Ho- 
tel Dieu. This was reported to the authori- 


ties and confirmed the suspicions already 


entertained. regarding the wounded man, 
and several detectives were immediately 
started with instructions to spend the night 
in establishing the identity of Vaillant or 
Marschal, and to furnish a complete report 
of the man and his surroundings. This was 
the one the detectives worked on. The po- 
lice were in possession of several suspic- 
ious points and which made it clear to the 
authorities that the man in the hotel with 
his nose blown off was a dangerous anarch- 
ist named Vaillant. who was born at 
Mezieras, a strongly fortified town of 
about 5,000 population in the department 
of Ardennes. Vaillant, it was also reported 
by the police, was thirty-five years of age, 
and had lived a roving life. During this rov- 
ing Vaillant passed several years in Buenos 
Ayres, and in 1887 he returned to France 
and married. He now has two children. 
Vaillant, however, soon deserted his wife. 
According to the police reports, since 1884, 
Vaillant has been identified. with the ex- 
tremist branch of the socialists and with 
the regular anarchist groups. He made 
himself prominent by the incendiary na- 
ture of his speeches and by his bitter de- 
nunciations of the bourgeois and eventual- 
ly became a member of the committee of 
the revolutionary anarchist group of the 
seventeenth arrondissement ‘of Paris. 


He Confesses His Crime. 


This in brief is the cream of the report 
gathered by the police during the night. M. 
Lepine, the prefect of police; the public 
prosecutor and the examining magistrate, 
visited the Hotel Dieu and held a long 
interview with Vaillant, who, at first, pro- 
tested his innocence and was quite indig- 
nant apparently at the nature of the ques- 
tions put to him by the different ¢fficials. 
Finally the public prosecutor said to the 
suspect: ‘‘Your name is Vaillant and not 
Marschal, as you stated when you came to 
the hospital.”’ 

After a moment of hesitation the suspect- 
ed man admitted his identity and confessed 
that he had thrown the bomb, which in ex- 
ploding injured nearly a hundred people in 
the chamber of deputies yesterday. When 
questioned as to his reasons for attempting 
to take the lives of so many persons, Vail- 
lant replied defiantly: 

“I wished to deal a thoroughly dramatic 
blow at the institutions of the country. and 
wished to cause a great sensation. I en- 
deavored to aim the bomb at M. Dupuy, 
the president of the chamber of deputies. I 
glory in the act and I only regret that my 
hand swerved and that the bomb did not 
explode near the mark.’ 

This bold and defiant statement from the 
lips of the bandaged prisoner caused a sen- 
sation even among the stern officials of the 
law, who were accustomed to startling 
situations and used to all Kinds of surprises. 
There was so much bitter hatred in the 
anarchist’s tone as he spoke and gloried in 
his crime that even the public prosecutor 
started and seemed to grow pale. 

Vaillant, in appearance, is a big blonde 
man with a heavy mustache and 4a hard- 
faced countenance, which seemva to light 
up with a strange fire as he described, with 
much gusto and in great detail, how the 
bomb was used. Vaillant. said that the 
bomb he used was a little iron saucepan, 
which he bought at @ place near the Hotel 
de Ville quite recently. It contained, he 
said, a number of nails, which he tound on 
the floor of the chamber. Inside the sauce- 
pan was a compressed center. In the tube 
were pieces of iron and prussiate of soda, 
these being separated at the pol#®& where 
the tube was compressed by a small ball of 
cotton saturated with sulphur, which. at a 
given moment, would be consumed by sul- 
phuric acid, thus allowing the mixtures in 
the tube to mix and cause an explosion. 

The narrator then described a humber of 
articles which would be found in his room 
where he lived under the name of Marschall. 
“But,” Vaillant added, “if you are going to 
search my room you had better be careful 
in disturbing things unless you want to be 
blown to pieces. I advise you especially to 
be careful in handling a box, which is full 
of explosives.”’ 

In consequence of this declaration M. 
Rouiller, Lepine and Meyer, the examining 
judge, accompanied by the comnNssary of 
police, went to the Hotel de L’Union and 
ascertained there that Vaillant had eight 
days previously hired a furnished room in 
that establishment. Upon proceeding to 
search this room, the authorities found a 
number of nails exactly similar to 
those found scattered about 
chamber of deputies after 
plosion; they also found a sgauce- 
pan like the one described, and which he 
had evidently discardeG, because of it be- 
ing a trifle too large to be carried about, 
without danger of detection. 

Continutng the search, the autnorities 
found the box described by Vaillant and 
opened it cautiously, but, they found that 
it did not contain any explosives. The ar- 
ticles mentioried, as well as a number of 
others found in Vaillant’s room, were con- 
veyed f6 dn apartment in the law courts 
where they were placed under seal, pending 
further investigation. 

The Officials charged with the investiga- 


tion of thé éxplosion have ascertained that 
Vaillant has been decidedly mysterious in 
his movements recently, and that he was 
out @ great deal and rarely spoke to the 
people in the hotel. Vaillant continues to 


‘pretend to be utterly indifferent as to the 


consequences of his crime. and speaks 0o' 
it as though it did not concern him in the 
slightest. Experienced detectives, ,whose 
duty it is to devote themselves entirely to 
watching anarchists and reporting upon 
their doings and sayings, express the be- 
lief that Vaillant had a number of ac- 
complices, but Vaillant replies to all ques- 
tions on this subject with the remark: 
“You need not put yourself to the trouble 
of searching for accomplices, I alone did 
the deed.”’ 
Examining the Chamber. 

The Associated Press correspondent this 
afternoon visited the chamber of deputies, 
where MM. Bertillon and Girard twere in- 
vestigating the explosion and trying to de- 
termine the kind of machine exploded py 
the bomb thrower. All the pieces of the bo nb 
which had been found and examind are 
mostly pieces of iron and short, large-head- 
ed hob nails, as well as a number of smaller 
nails. The authorities have also found a 
number cf scraps of tin, which at first were 
said to be portions of a sardine box. but 
which, according to Vaillant’s confession, 
must be pieces of the saucepan which 
formed the shell of his bomb. There was 
nothing found to indicate that the bomb 
was loaded with dynamite, and it was evi- 
dent it was not charged with gun powder, 
owing to the great force of the explosion. 

The ceiling of the chamber of deputies, 
near the galleries, from which the bomb 
was thrown, is peppered with marks made 
by the flying nails. The window near the 
roof is broken and the door piece is per- 
forated by a large piece of iron. 

The drapery of the gallery was badly 
tattered by the explosion. M. Horrisse, 
deputy from Etat et Vain, who was seated 
on the extreme left benches, had a narrow 
escape. The collar of his overcoat was torn 
by a nail, but the deputy was uninjured. M. 
Girard expressed the opinion that Vail- 
lant threw the bomb with his left hand, 
while hiding himself partially behind the 
pillars separating the public gallery from 
the reserve portion. 

Marks of Bloody Hands. 

M. Girard also said that in his opinion 
the bomb was so constructed as to explode 
when it turned bottom upwards. On a 
column are marks of the two bloody hands 
and all the cushions of the seats are cov- 
ered with fine dust in the vicinity of the 
column, which M. Girard said was a de- 
posit following the combustion of explosive 
gas. The room which yesterday afternoon 
was converted into an infirmary, looked this 
evening like the amphitheater ofa hospital. 
On all sides were bloodstains which had 
not been removed, and a strong odor of dis 
infectants could be noticed, not only in the 
room, but in all the approaches to it. All 
the slightly injured people, whom the po- 
lice detained at the Hotel de Ville, unless 
suspected with some connection with the 
explosion, were released late in the after- 
noon. | 

Among those detained in custody or who 
have not been removed on account of their 
injuries, the police refusing deftnite informa- 
tion on the subject, are a man, named Gau, 
net, and a baker who gives his name as 
Guiotier, whose skull has been trepanned 
and who will certainly be detaired for fur- 
ther investigation. At the Hotel Dieu, 
Vaillant has been placed in a separate 
room where he is watched by several de- 
tectives night and. day. 

Lenoir, the engraver, who was at first 
suspected of being the one who threw the 
bomb, has been released from custody. But 
it is Known that about six other persone 
are still in custody and will not be re- 
leased until the police are in possession of 
all the facts in connection with yesterday’s 
outrage. 

M. Meyer, the examining magistrate, is 
known to have obtained at least two im- 
portant depositions regarding the authors 
of the crime. Suspicion rests especially on 
four persons, one of whom is a man named 
Vincent, who twice gave a false address. 
The others also gave false addresses and 
made contradictory statements to the mag- 
istrate, who passed the night in examining 
the suspects. 

Searching the- Houses. 

During the night the police made a search 
of the hoUses of a number of suspected 
people, and are said to have obtained val- 
uable information. The condition of the in- 
jured is satisfactory, and it is now report- 
ed that no lives will be lost through the 
expiosion. All the newspapers, including 
the radical and socialist press, make ener- 
getic denunciation of the outrage. The 
Autorite and Liber Parol place the re- 
sponsibility of yesterday’s crime upon the 
teachings of the atheists. 

The Siecle says of the outrage: “It is a 
lesson to those who do not look upon the 
social war seriously.”’ 

The Echo de Paris declares that the 
royalist party is answerable for the oute- 
rage. 


TOO MUCH FOR THE ROBBER. 


A Messenger Throws an 
from‘ the Train. 
Bloomington, Ill., December 10.—A curious 
attempt. at robbery of an express car occur- 
red late last night at the crossing of the 
Lake Erie and Western and the Illinois Cen- 
tral, a mile and a half southeast of this 
city. As the westbound Lake Erie express 
train stopped for the crossing, the glass of 
che south door ox tlie United States express 
car was smashed and Messenger Weekly, 
looking up, Saw a man’s arm pass into the 
opening, the hand reaching for the latch. 
Weekly jumped up and rushed to meet the 
intruder. The messenger was unarmed, 
having laid his revolver beside a pile of 
packages at the other end of the car. As 
the car opened, the men grappled, the in- 
truder g®abbing the messenger by the 
throat. In the struggle which followed the 
messenger proved the victor, hurling the 
robber frem the train to the ground. None 
of the trainmen had noticed the struggle 
and the train proceeded without further mo- 
lestation. Messenger Weekly’s tace and 
neck were badly scratched and bruised. 
There was from five to six thousand dollars 
inside the car, as the messenger was ready 
to make a transfer at Bloomington union 
depot.

The little five- 
year-old child of Mr. James Chambers, Jf., 
was standing close to the stove, when the 
accumulated heat suddenly burst the ddor 
of the stove open, when the flames darted 
out suddenly enveloping the fragile form 
of the young child. The child screamed 
from her pain and affright, and these were 
heard by other members of the family who 
rushed to rescue her but arrived too late 
She was badly burned and died from her 
injuries after lingering in severe pain for 
some time. 

Parents cannot be too careful in leaving 
young children in such close proximity to 
the fire with no one to look after them.

WILL BE RELEASED 


On Giving a Bond for Two Thonsand 
Dollars This Morning. 


THE SLAYER OF EDWARD PERRIN 


To Be Given His Liberty Until His Case 
Is Called in Court-A Negro Girl 
Badly Burned—Augusta News. 


Augusta, Ga., December 10.—(Special.)— 
Mr. J. W. Capp, who shot and killed Mr. 
Edward Perrin, eight miles from this city, 
four weeks ago, will be released from cus- 
tody tomorrow under a $2,000 bond. Judge 
Roney has passed an order granting appli- 
cation for bail. The judge came up last 
night from Waynesborro, where he is hold- 
ing Burke superior court, to spend Sunday 
at home, and the hearing was held upon his 
arrival. 

The application was based upon the affi- 
davits of two phys :ians that Capp was 
predisposed to consumption, and that if he 
was held in prison longer his confinement 
might result ia_a'ly. Also upon ‘the fact 
that his family was living in the country 
without protection, and that his wife was 
in a delicate condition. The coronct’s jury 
verdict charged Capp with the murder of 
Perrin. 

Mr. M. P. Foster, who will assist Solicitor 
Davis in the prosecution of Capp, objected 
to granting the application and tried to pre- 
vent the prisoner from being released on 
bail. After an agreement Judge Roney de- 
cided to let Capp out under $2,000 bond, and 
security will be gotten tomorrow when the 
prisoner will be released. 

A Girl Fatally Burned. 

Anna Robinson, a twenty-yeuar-old negro 
servant girl, employed by Mr. Paul Mustin, 
‘was fatally burned this evening. She was 
in the nursery earing for Mr. Mustin’s baby, 
twirling around, when her clothes caught 
fire from the hearth. The negress lost her 
judgment and ran out of the room, down 
stairs, through all the rooms and the wind 
tanned the flames which *enveloped «her. 


Mrs. Mustin scorched her fingers trying to 
stop Anna in her frantic flight, and she was 
only halted after Mr. Mustin knocked her 
down and then he smothered the fire with a 
velvet rug. Anna’s entire body was horribly 
burned and her flesh was almost cooked and 
fell from her bones. The house caught fire 
trom the girl’s burning dress and the de- 
partment had to be called out to extinguish 
the blaze. The bed Mr. Mustin’s baby was 
lying on caught fire and it is a miracle that 
the infant was not burned to death.

WADSWORTH’S FAREWELL. 


His Last Sermon in Augusta Before 
Leaving for Washington, 
Augusta, Ga., December 10.—(Special.)— 
tev. W. W. Wadsworth, pastor of St. 
John’s Methodist church, who precipitated 
the prohibition election in Augusta a year 
and a half ago and who preached several 
sensational sermons against Augusta so- 
ciety, preached his farewell sermon today, 
as he has been transferred by conference 
to Washington, Ga. In his parting words, 

addressed to his congregation, he said: 

“And now before we separate I want to 
speak a farewell word. Possibly my min- 
istry among you may be called a stormy 
one, but I call you to witness this day that 
I have not spoken hastily. 1 was in Au- 
gusta for eighteen months before there was 
even a ripple upon the surface. I received 
only smiles and cordial handgrasps of 
friends on every side. As the world under- 
stood it, I was on the tide of a constantly 
increasing popularity. And so it. might 
have been unto this day if I had so willed 
and could have paid the price. But at that 
time I felt a profound conviction—no matter 
what others might or might not be calléd 
to do—that it was my duty to speak out 
concerning the flagrant evils about it. 1 
was not disobedient unto the heavenly mis- 
sion; but on my knees asked God for help 
and spoke with all the power I possessed. 

“I do not say that I have not made mis- 
takes. All the infallible men—if they ever 
lived—are dead. But looking back today 
over all those days I see no cause to re- 
tract any statement of truth made in the 
name of my. Lord. If the opportunity was 
before me and the conditions were the same 
I would go over it all again for the glory 
of God and the good of His cause. 

“In that terrible conflict for right you 
stood almost solidly with me. The love 
that I have for you—born of your constant 
endorsement and hearty co-operation—I 
cannot put into words. It will abide for- 
ever. Sometimes I have had to bring you 
a direct message, but 1 have always spoken 
with a heart filled with kindness. 

“Some people may not believe it, but 1 
know that if ever God gave to man a loving, 
tender heart he gave one to me. I do not 
remember even in my boyhood ever to have 
intentionally crushed a sorrow. I would 
not wilfully wound the feelings of any 
human being. I have declared to you what 
I believe to be the counsels of God and al- 
ways for your good. But if ever you have 
thought that I meant to wound you, I now, 
in this public way, ask your forgiveness. 

“T cannot claim to have been an ideal 
pastor, but I have made you the best pas- 
tor it was in my power to do. I have not 
trifled with my time, but have divided it as 
best I could; when social or personal at- 
tention to my people and such preparation 
I thought became this place, one or the 
sweetest thoughts. which I will take with 
me as I leave Augusta is that I do not be- 
lieve the poor will ever speak unkindly of 
me. I have not visited you because you 
were rich and influential, but because it 
was a joy to be among you as your pastor; 
but I have specially tried to give attention 
to God’s poor. John, in his apochalytic 
poem, represents Gud as preserving like 
precioys odors the prayers of the saints in 
golden trials. So t shall take the sweet 
memories of my sojourn among you and 
embalm them in the golden urn of the 
future as sanctifying odors in my humble 
life. I shall never forget you. 

“Like a vase in which roses have once 
been distilled, 

You may break, you may shatter the vase 
if you will, 

But the scent of the roses will hang round 
it still,’’ 

“May God bless you all. May God bless 
the children of old St. John’s church, as 
dear to me almost as if they were my own. 
May we meet beyond the gates of pearl 
among the sanctified.”’ 

Mr. Wadsworth will leave for Washington 
on Tuesday.

IOWA’S PUZZLING QUESTION. 


That Is Some Law to Control the 
: Liquor Traffic. 

Council Bluffs, Iowa, December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The most puzzling question now agi- 
tating ‘the republicans of Iowa is that of 
prohibition. The platform this year con- 
tained a very peculiar plank which meant 
license to the city districts and prohibition 
to the country districts. The republicans, 
with a two-thirds majority in the legisla- 
ture, must be held responsible for all legis- 
lation, and they are compelled to pass some 
sort of a law concerning the liquor traffic. 
Just what that law will be is not yet 
known. But it will certainly follow closely 
a bill drawn up by ‘Hon. Spencer Smith, of 
this city. Mr. Smith was the originator of 
the liquor plank in the last republican state 
convention, and made the principal address 
advocating its passage. e was for two 
terms, six years, a member of the state rail- 
way commission, and is the leading repub- 
lican of western Iowa. National interest is 
felt in the sort of liquor law which the lowa 
legislature will pass, and Mr. Smith’s bill 
will be critically read all over the country 
because the law passed will undoubtedly ve 
very similar to the Smith bill. 

This bill provides for the retention of the 
prohibitory law in all localities where it is 
satisfactory to the people. It also provides 
for the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in other counties. By petition of 
two-thirds of the voters of any county a 
special election may be ordered, and if a ma- 
jority of the voters are in favor uf the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor, application 
for permits may be made to the judge of the 
district court. The applicant must file with 
his application a bond of $1,000 with two ap- 

roved sureties, the bond being in effect as 
ong as the applicant is in the business of 
manufacturing or selling liquor, 

If the court is satisfied with the applica- 
tion a permit is issued. This permit is a 
very strict one, containing twelve stringent 
provisions. These provisions are: - 

1. No liquor shall be sold or given to an 
habitual drunkard. 

2. Nor to an intoxicated person. 

3. Nor to a minor. 

4.The place of business shall be closed be- 
tween 11 p. m., and 6 a. m. 

5. Also on all election days. 

6. Also on Sundays. ; 

7. The business shall be carried on in @ 
single room facing a public highway. 

= No games shall be permitted in this 
place. 

9. The place must be orderly and respecta- 

le. 

10. No music will be allowed on the prem- 
ses, 

li. A fee of $1,000 in all first and sec- 
ond-class cities and of $500 for other cities 
shall be required, one-half to go to the gen- 
eral county fund and the other half to the 
vot fund of the city where the liquor is 
sold. 

12. A copy, of this permit shall be posted 
in a conspicuous place in the room where 
liquor is manufactured or sold. 

This permit may be revoked upon proof 
of a violation of any of its provisions of- 
fered by the complaint of any citizen and 
prosecution before the district court by the 
county attorney. 

This is, in brief, the new Smith bill which 
is engaging the attention of Iowa states- 
men. Every member of the legislature will 
be supplied with a copy. Already it has 
many fierce opponents and warm advocates 
and Mr. Smith is postive that it will be- 
come a law. It is certainly unique and has 
some very commendable and new features. 


A BROKEN BOLT 


Caused the Etryuria’s Engines to Stop 
and Delay the Vessel. 

New York, December 10.—The Cunarder 
steamer, Etruria, which arrived off the bar 
Saturday night, met with a peculiar acci- 
dent at sea, and one similar to the one 
which befell the New York at the same 
time and position. The accident occurred at 
about 8:30 o’clock on the evening of Decem- 
ber 6th. The chief engineer of the Etruria 
informed Captain Walker that he would be 
obliged to stop the engines owing to a 
break of some kind. Investigation showed 
that the bolt which holds the strap around 
the eccentric had broken. The ship was 
compelled to lay to for ten hours while the 
repairs were being made, and it was a lit- 
tle after 6 o’clock on the mornings of the 7th 
that the ship started ahead at full speed. 
She reports a continuation of strong west- 
southwest and northwest winds during the 
entire passage. On December. 6th, at 1:29 
o’clock a. m., in latitude 48.11, longitude 41, 
the Etruria signalled the German oil tank 
steamer, Burgomeister Peterson, Captain 
Bunger, which sailed from Rotterdam, No- 
vember 26th for New York, in ballast. The 
Burgomeister Peterson signalled that she 
had lost her rudder and rudder post, but in 
other respects all was well and she wished 
to be reported so. At the time the tank 
steamer was sighted, a moderate northwest 
wind was blowing and there was a high 
cross «sea. The disabled vessel was lying 
helpless, the sea washing clean over her. 


THEYSTRUGGLED FOR THE PISTOL 


And One of the Parties Was Shot by 
Constable. 

Mattoon, Ill., December 10.—About 1 
o'clock today in the village of Humboldt, 
Curt Poorman, a young merchant twenty- 
five years of age, was shot and killed by 
Constable D. W. Donley. W. A. Poorman, 
an extensive sheep raiser, followed a sheep- 
killing dog belonging to Mel Donley to the 
village, and fired two shots at him, but 
missed the dog. This led to a controversy 
between the owner and Mr. Poorman, and 
while they were engaged in a heated discus- 
sion, his brother, D. W. Donley, attempted 
to arrest Poorman, who refused to sur- 
render his pistol. Curt Poorman rushed to 
the assistance of his father and all three 
struggled for the possession of the revolver, 
but Donley succeeded in wresting it from 
the hands of Poorman and immediately 
commenced shooting at the son, Curt, the 
first shot grazing the temple and the sec- 
ond penetrating the heart, the victim dying 
within ten minutes. The public sentiment 
against Donley is very strong and it would 
be an easy matter to incite a mob. It is 
claimed that the shooting was unjustifiable 
and without provocation. Donley states 
that young Poorman struck him twice and 
that he did the shooting in self-defense. 
The coroner’s inquest and preliminary ex- 
aminations are being held in Humboldt.

Cases to be Called in Court for Prize 
, Fighting.

O’Malley and Solly Smith, cf Columbian 
Athletic Club fame. The case of Costello 
is first on the docket and before night may 
have proceeded far enough for presenting 
to the jury.

No person is permit- 
ted to enter the galleries when the senate is 
in session carrying any sort of extra pack- 
age and suspicious looking characters are 
closely scrutinized when about the senate, 
or ccrridors.

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THE IDEAL WOMAN. 


‘Rey. Dr. Hawthorne Paints Her as 
She Should Be, 


THE SCENE AT BETHANY RECALLED 


In Which the Woman Annointed Jesus’s 
Feet—She Did Not Preach in Public, 
Nor Make Herself Prominent. 


Rev. J. B. Hawthorne, D. D., developed 
his “Ideal Woman” in the First Baptist 
church yesterday. 

It was expected that, following the letters 
written by Mrs. Felton and Mrs. Read, and 
the reported sermon of Rabbi Reich, that 


Dr. Hawthorne would utilize his first public | 


a@ppearance by giving his ideas as to Wo- 
man’s real sphere in church work. 

There was a large congregation present. 

“Who,” said he, ‘“‘would call the notorious 
Mrs. Lease, of Kansas, a servant of God? 
Where is there a decent, and self-respecting 
man or woman in Georgia who saw her go0- 
ing through ,this state making stump 
speeches for a political party that did not 
feel humiliated and ashamed?’ He referred 
in like vein to Dr. Mary Walker, and said 
that such women violated the womanly 
instince, “and defied God's law as 
certainly as did the painted wo- 
man who walks the streets and 
invites the noonday sun to witness her 
shame.’’ 

“And yet,” he said, warming up to his 
subject, and evidently digressing from hs 
manuscripts, ‘“‘there are two or three wo- 
men in Georgia who go about making stump 
speeches.’’ 

Dr. Hawthorne announced as his rubject 
“The Ideal Worman,’’ and based it upon the 
text, Mark xiv: 8-9: 

“She hath done what she could. She hath 
come aforehand to annoint my body to the 
burying. Verily, I say unto you whereso- 
ever this gospel shall be preached through- 
out the world, this algo that she hath done 
shall be spoken of for a memorial of ner.” 

Proceeding thereupon the doctor said: 

A few days before Jesus was taken by his 
enemies and condemned and crucified, He 
was at Bethany in the house of Simon the 
leper. As He sat at meat there came a 
woman having an alabaster box of oint- 
ment of spikenard, very precious; and she 
broke the box and poured it on His head. 
There were some unspiritual and sordid 
people present who condemnd her. ‘They 
pronounced her expensive act of devotion 
a waste of precious material. But Jesus, 
seeing the faith and affection of the woman, 
said: “‘Let her alone. She hath wrought 
a good work on me.”’ : 

The Master had told His disciples how, 
after a few days, He must go up to Jeru- 
salem and be condemned and put to death. 
This good woman, desiring to show her faith 
in Him, and her love for Him, anointed 
Him with a costly aromatic oil in advance 
of His burial. 

Here we seen woman in her divinely av- 
pointed sphere, and in her highest estate. 
Such a woman is man’s angel, a wayside 
sacrament, a handwriting of God, a 
window opening toward a world of 
cherubim. 

She was profoundly reverent. She recog- 
rized in the man whose head she anointed, 
not only the perfect pattern of humanity, 
but the Son of the living God, and she 
honored Him with the best gift that her 
pure heart and delicate hands could be- 
stow. 

The Women to Be Condemned. 

A woman without reverence for good- 
mess and greatness, a woman whose 
heart is a fountain of malice, and 
whose tongue is laden with venom 
and vituperation for Got’s~ 
and God's servants, though she may be 
externally beautiful, ‘‘is a savage beast that 
rature has lodged in a painted house, or 
a case covered with precious stones to pre- 
serye a dunghill.”” A woman who has 
degenerated Into a termagent—a public 
scold—and who borrows the language of 
the prize ring, the fish market and the 
brothel, to express her hatred of the world 
and her defiance of God, because they 
forbid her to unsex herself, is a human 
monstrosity, for whom all virtuous men and 
women have no other feeling than horror 
and loathing. This woman served and 
honored Christ in a true and womanly 
manner. She did not mount a rostrum and 
make a speech before the multitude in the 
interest of His kingdom, nor did she g0 
into the synagogue and preach a sermon 
upon some attribute of His character, or 
some feature of His gospel. No, if she ha 
done either, He would have rebuked her 
for a violation of both natural and reveal- 
ed law. But she came in silence and in 
all the modesty, delicacy, refinement and 
humility characteristic of true womanhood, 
and gave expression to the faith and de- 
votion of her heart by quietly anointing 
His head with a fragrant oil. So appro- 
priate, so beautiful, so womanly was the 
act, that Jesus bestowed the highest praise 
upon her, and gave her immortal fame. 

The woman who would serve Christ in 
a way to secure His approbition, and make 
for herself an enviable and enduring name 
among His followers, must serve Him har- 
moniously with His will, and consistently 
with the laws of her own being. 

Some Women of Modern Style. 

Whoever thinks of the notorious Mrs. 
Lease as a servant of Christ? Where is 
there an intelligent and_= self-respecting 

‘Georgian who did not look upon her with 
disgust and loathing, when she came into 
eur state to make stump-speeches in the 
interest of a political party? Where is the 
true, modest, virtuous Georgia woman that 
did not look upon her as violating the 
most fundamental conception of true 
Christian womanhood? Whoever thought 
of Dr. Mary Walker as an ideal Christian 

oman? Where is the decent man or 
woman in this land who does not repudiate 
even her claims te resvectibility? 

The true men of this country divorce 
from their respect any woman who will 
condescend to come before a metley, ex- 
cited, nolsy multitude and make a stump- 
speech. - 

They brand her as an enemy to religion, 
a betrayer of her sex, as false to true 
feminine instincts as the painted an‘ 
plumed pageant, who walks the highway 
and. invites the noOn-day to witness her 
shame. * * * * The woman who anointed 
oir Savior taught a lesson that needs, 
especiaHy in our day and generation, all 
the emphasis that earnestness and eloquence 
can give to it. Her kindnesses to the toil- 
ing, weary, self-aenying Redeemer of men 
were not post-morten. Before His tragic 
death, before His nameless agony in the 
garden, before He was arrested, spit upon, 
scourzed_and condemned, while He needed 
all that human sympathy and affection 
coutd do for Him, she broke the alabaster 
bex and ~efreshed Him with its delicious 
oders. Unlike that noble woman, we leave 
our alabaster boxes of ointment in their 
hiding places, until the moral hero, the 
toiier and sufferer for God and humanity, 
is dead, shrouded and coffined. Then, when 
his eves see not, and his ears hear not, 
and he is insensible to all human esteem 
and applause, we bring forth the hidden 
treasure and bestow ft upon him. 

A Case of Negcleet. 

Some years ago a good man died in our 
community who left the imprint of his 
benevolent and Christ-loving soul] 
in almost every county of this 
commonwealth. ‘He gave all the energies 
of a strong and cultured mind, all of his 
material possessions and his whole life to 
the cause of truth and righteousness. I 
never saw in any newspapers, secular or 
religious, a mention of that man’s work. 
I never heard from any human being, save 
a solitary Christian woman, one word of 
appreciation of the long and heroic service 
which that dear old man rendered to his 
God and country. But, when he died, 
hundreds carte to do him honor. They 
gathered around his cold and senseless 
form and recalled the favors they had 
received at his hands, the inspiring and 
comforting sermons he had preached, the 
strengthening words he had spoken to 
them when they were ready to faint in the 
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battle of life, the many self-deniais he had 
made and the beautiful Christian deeds 
he had done to help and cheer the poor 
and neglected. They brought floral tributes, 
as pure and white as the light of heaven, 
aud laid them upon the casket that con- 
tained his silent, senseless form. 

There was nothing wrong or inappropriate 
in these tokens of respect and gratitude for 
the dead man. I love to see flowers laid 
upon a cothn. They seem to be the fittest 
emblems of the hopes we cherish for our 
beloved dead. I love to see sorrowing ones 
gather around the mute form of-a deceased 
friend and tell of his many virtues and 
noble deeds. But as I watched the many 
things done over the dead body of that 
old servant of God, how I wished that 
some of those bright flowers had been 
seattered along the pathway of his strug- 
giing life: that some of those alabaster 
boxes had been emptied upon him in the 
days of his weariness and sorrow, and that 
some of the plaudits, spoken ovep his deaf 
and pulseless body, had been whispered in 
his ear while he was yet staggering under 
the burden and heat of the day. 

That old Christian minister is not an ex- 
ceptional case. There are millions just as 
true and faithful as he, going through life 
without ever hearing a word of gratitude, 
or a cheer of generous commendation. 
They hear criticisms unkind and cruel, and 
many expressions of disparagement, but 
scarcely a word of approval or apprecia- 
tion. If kind things are said about them 
they are spoken where they will never 
reach their ears. Those who know their 
worth are waiting for them to die before 
they lift up their ices in recognition of 
their virtues. 

The Heroism of Poor Women. 

There are poor women in this church, 
who, besides doirg all the drudgery of their 
homes during the day in providing for the 
comfort of husband and children, sit up late 
at night, and with tired hands make gar- 
ments for the poor and destitute of their 
neighborhood. We extol to the skies the 
munificent gifts of a Vanderbilt, or a Rock- 
efeller, but I say unto you, they are un- 
worthy of mention in comparison with the 
self-denials and heroism of those toiling 
women, for whom the world has not one 
note of applause. I tell you, these are God’s 
uncrowned queens,and when the day of their 
coronation comes, we shall esteem it an 
everlasting honor to sit at their feet. 

Why not recognize these heroes now? 
Why not tell them how noble they are? 
Why not put the laurel on their brows 
now, when they need the encouragement 
of human sympathy and appreciation? 
Why not speak approving, cheering words 
while their ears can hear? What will they 
care for these things when they are cold 
and stiff in deatn? 


“What help in a comrade’s bugle blast, 
When the peril of Alpine heights is past? 
What need that the spurring paean roll, 
When the runner is safe beyond the goal? 
When worth is eulogy’s blandest breath, 
When whispered 1n ears that are hushed in 
death. 

No, no! If you have but a word of cheer, 
Speak it while I am alive to hear.” 3 


The lesson taught by the conduct of this 
woman is emphasized in the last degree 
by our Lord’s rematkable recognition of 
her kindly ministry. “She “S:iath wrought 
a good work on me. She hath done what 
she could. Wheresoever this gospe? stall 
be preached throughout the world, this also 
which she nati one shall be spoken of 
for a*memoria) of her.’’ She had encour- 
aged the heart of the struggling and weary 
Chirst, and now He encourages her. He 
recognizes and applauds the timely and 
beautiful service which she had rendered 
Him. He shows her how, by bestowing a 
costly gift upon Him, she had not only com- 
forted and gladdened His heart, but had 
made herself immortal as His gospel and 
kingdom. This was encouragement, in- 
deed. It made the good woman realize the 
dignity and value of the service she had 
done Him. It thrilled her with the con- 
sciousness that she was a real factor in 
a spiritual kingdom that was destined to 
endure forever, and that should ultimately 
dominate the world. It revealed to her 
the sublime poss?Pbilities of her life, and 
how day by day she might project herself 
into a distant future. Brethren, all around 
us are human beings with sad hearts. 
Some are sad because they think that they 
have scarcely any capacity for usefulness, 
and that their efforts to do good, though 
sincere, unselfish and earnest, count for 
nothing among the labors ot more gifted 
and conspicuous people. They need our 
encouragement. They need to be told that 
any talent given to God is a “power that 
can make its everlasting imprint and me- 
morial on the world, and that a service 
which seems insignificant to them, enriches 
the world and makes joy in heaven. Some 
are carrying secret sorrows which weigh 
like mountains of lead upon their hearts. 
They need to be told that God is in their 
grief, and that it is a discipline for a 
higher station and destiny. Some are driv- 
en almost to dispair and desperation by 
cruel persecutions. They need to be.z,told 
that the highest mission to which God calls 
‘His children here below, is to endure perse- 
cution for righteousness’ sake. They need 
to be reminded of the Savior’s words, ‘‘Re- 
joice and be exceeding glad, for great 
is your reward in heaven.’’ They need to 
be pointed to the robes and crowns of the 
glorified martyrs. 

A Word of Cheer. 

Men are sometimes placed in great emmer- 
gencies, where a word or two of cheer 
would nerve them for heroic efforts and 
grand achievements. “A cif? was seen at 
a high window in a burning, building. A 
brave fireman started up a ladder to try 
to rescue it. He had almost gained the 
window when the terrible heat appeared 
too much for him. He seemed to stagger, 
and was about to turn back, when some 
one in the crowd below crie® out, ‘Cheer 
him! Cheer him!’ In an instant 
the excited multitude shouted, ‘Hurrah, 
hurrah! On brave (fellow! On!’ In 
a moment more he ‘had the im- 
periled child in his arms, snatched from an 
awful death. There are men about us who 
for the love of Christ and the salvation of 
their fellows are enduring great hardships 
and facing great perils. Sometimes they 
Stagger and almost faint. They need the 
encouragement of Christian sympathy. Thev 
need to hear the shout from all the camp of 
Israel, ‘“‘On brave soldiers! On! endure to 
the end and God will give_you a crown of 


jife.”’ 


But every student of the Bible and the 
ntstory of the church will admit, that God 
makes it the mission of some men to stand 
and serve and suffer without one note of 
cheer from any human source. This dis- 
tinction he conferred upon John the Bap- 
tist. The preaching of this wilderness 
herald aroused “all JerusaTeMm and Judaea 
and the region around about Jordan.’ It 
awoke a nation from a long and death-like 
slumber. Through him thousands were led to 
selieve In the coming Messia. But when He- 
rod cast him into prison he was almos? for- 
gotten. Only two or three of his many disci- 
ples seemed to be concerned about him. 
God ordained that {t should be so, that the 
world might believe that his true servants 
will be loya?l“and faithful, even when al] 
human help is withdrawn. 

Beloved, if it be God’s pleasure to call 
us into service where we must stand and 
struegle and suffer without the help of one 
chtering voice. let us gladly accept it. Let 
us pattntty and uncomplainingly submit. 
knowftne that by and by the everlasting 
gates will be lifted up to receive us; that 
all the bells .of heaven will ring for joy. 
and ten thousand times ten thousand trum- 
pets will proclafm the grandeur of our he- 
roism and the subiimity of our triumph.

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The Governorship. 

It begins to look as if the gubernato- 
rial contest were taking definite shape. 

The refusal Hion. Steve Clav 
make the race ecliminates a factor which 
would have heen very potent in deter- 
mining the result had he consented to 
become a candidate. 

With Clay out, and Atkinson not yet 
in, General Clement A. Evans seems 
now to occupy a. position next to the 
rail in the gubernatorial hurdle. The 
home stretch is yet a long way ahead. 
but, holding a very comfortable lead, 
it is evident that he has an advantage 
that cannot be easily overcome. 

When General Evans first appeared 
as a candidate in the full-page interview 
on national and state published 
in The Constitution during the summer, 
there were complications indicating a 
livelier contest than now seems proba- 
ble. Captain Mitchell, of Thomas; Mr. 
Clay and Mr. Atkinson were then amoug 
the probable candidates. A four-corner- 
ed contest would. have been decidedly 
more interesting to the public than bene- 
ficial to the party. Conflicting personal 
interests might have developed danger- 
ous or, at least, embarrassing results. 
This was more to be feared with four 
competitors for the nomination than it 
is to be should there be only two. 

Will there be any nfore announcements 
or will General Evayws be left to hold the 
field alone? In his admirable letter pub- 
lished :yesterday, Mr. Clay emphasized 
the importance of party unity and gave 
pointed utterance to the danger that 
night grow out of dissension among 
conflicting personal elements, particular- 
lv at this time. His example is a bril- 
liant one and the mapner in which his 
lofty sentiment was received by the 
press of the state shows that it is thor- 
oughly appreciated. 

As it stands, General Evans is without 
opposition for the democratic nomina- 
tion. Time may develop other candi- 
dates, but weighty considerations must 
be overcome to inspire the courage nec- 
esary to pick up the thrown gauntlet of 
the doughty veteran who announces that 
he is in for a finish. 

Without a Parallel. 

It would be impossible to find in the 
annals of either ancient or modern his- 
tory an instance of such wonderful nerve 
and coolness as President Dupuy exhib- 
ited in the French chamber of deputies 
last Saturday. 

When the explosion of the bomb oc- 
curred nearly one hundred deputies and 
spectators were injured; the smoke filled 
the hall and the floor was covered with 
prostrate bodies and fragments of the 
missile. 

A panic would have been the most 
natural thing in the world, but Presi- 
dent Dupuy with unruffied calmness call- 
ed the house to order and said: “Sueéh 
attempts should not disconcert the chaim- 
ber. I invite you to continue your dis- 
cussions with calmness. When the or- 
der of the day has been dealt with the 
proper authorities will dotheir duty.” 

The deputies caught the spirit of their 
president aud after cheering him re- 
sumed their seats until the body was 
regularly adjourned. Of course, Dupuy 
is now the hero of the hour in France. 
Just such dramatic aud spectacular dis- 
plays of audacious indifference fo dan- 
never ,.fail to eapture the French, 
and it imtust be admitted that in this 
respect they are not unlike the rest of 
mankind. 

But Dupuy is not altogether a man of 
iron. After the trouble was over he was 
so. deeply moved by the sympathetic dem- 
onstrations of his colleagues that he 
retired immediately after the chamber 
had adjourned. If France had to elect 
a president just at this time it is more 
than likely that Dupuy would be the 
favorite of the masses. 
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The Income Tax Again. 

An important fact to be remembered 
In connection with the imposition of a 
tax on personal incomes and on the div- 
idends and surplus funds of certain cor- 
porate interests is this: That if the tax 
is equalized between the dividends of 
corporations and the personal incomes 
of wealthy individuals, the former will 
have so small a proportion to pay that 
no complaint will come from them. On 
the other hand, if it is necessary to raise 
sixty or seventy millions, and the tax 
is imposed on corporate interests alone, 
the law will strike heavily at some of 
the most potent forms*of produc- 
tive industry. In _ fine, if per- 
sonal incomes are exempted. the 
tax will work destruction fo the 
interests of the small shareholders in 
all corporate interests. It will be in the 


‘their farms or 


nature of a prohibitive tax on the small 
savings of thpse who would otherwise 
invest them the stock of corporations 
paying modest dividends. 

Imposed on corporate interests alone, 
an income tax large enough to cover a 
sixty million deficit would be a blow 
from which these interests would not re- 
cover. The tax would defeat its own 
ends and utterly destroy the profitable- 
ness of such investments. The large 
shareholders could be depended on to 
take care of themselves, and the small 
ones would be left with the empty bag 
to hold. 

Moreover, the imposition of an income 
tax on the bonds and dividends of cor- 
porate interests alone would be an ad- 
vertisement to the country that the dem- 
ocratic party regards the personal in- 
comes of wealthy men as something too 
sacred to touch for purposes of taxa- 
tion, and this advertisement would 
arouse a storm of indignation among 
the people. 

There is no objection to an income tax 
ou certain corporate interests provided 
it is coupled with a tax on personal in- 
comes, for in that case the amount con- 
tributed by the corporations will be com- 
paratively light. The old law shows 
precisely how such a tax operates. Thus, 
in 1864, the amount raised from the in- 
tax was 17 per centwof the entire 
‘iinount received from revenue sources. 
In 1866, it Was 23% per cent; in 1867, it 
was nearly 25 per cent. 

The tax upon corporate incomes was 
unremunerative as compared with re- 
turns from personal incomes. Of the 17 
per eent raised by the law, 14 per cent 
came from personal incomes and 3 per 
cent from corporation incomes. In 1865, 
11 per cent was from personal incomes 
wnd 4 per cent from corporations. In 
1SG6, personal incomes paid 2014 per 
cent and corporation incomes 3 per cent. 
In 1567, personal incomes were credited 
With 218 per corporations with 
ow. per cent. 

It will thus be seen thatypersonal in- 
comes, the tax on which hurts no indi- 
vidual and no industrial interests, forms 
the main source of revenue. If these 
incomes are to be exempt from taxation 
under the new law, then the corporate 
interests wlil not only lave to be taxed 
very heavily, but the tax will have to be 
imposed on very many that are unable 
to bear it; and it will, in truth, be an 
unjust tax on productive industry—a 
tax that violates every principle of de- 
MoOcracy. 

But there is no objection to a tax on 
the bonds and dividends of the strong 
and wealthy provided it 
goes With a tax on personal incomes, 
for’ in thai the amount these cor- 
porations would have to pay would be 
light and easily met—the burden would 
not be an unjust one.

A Washington dispatch to a northern 
journal says that “the various dissatis- 
fied elements among the democrats in 
the house are working for a caucus ip 
Which the party differences can be set- 
tled.’” It is added, however, that the 
Ways and means committee is still re- 
sisting all attempts to. havea caucus 
ealled, and that several members of the 
house have notified all concerned that 
they will go into a caucus, but that they 
will not abide by it unless it meets their 
personal views. 

It is to be hoped that this state of af- 
fairs is exaggerated. If there are any 
differences among democrats on the 
tariff bill they ought to be settled by 
means of the party machinery—in a cau- 
eus, after fair discussion.

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The Concentration of Wealth. 

Under this head Mr. George I. 
Holines presents some startling statis- 
tics in the current number of The Po- 
litical Science Quarterly. 

We have in this country 12,690,152 
families, with the aggregate wealth of 
$60,000,000,000. Mr. Holmes proceeds 
to analyze the financial status of all 
these people, and gives the following 


summary: 

We are now prepared to characterize the 
concentration of wealth in the United States 
by stating that 20 per cent of ‘t is owned 
by 3-100 of 1 per cent of the families; 51 
per cent, by 9 per cent of the families (not 
including millionaires); 71 per cent, by 9 
per cent of the familes (including million- 
aires); and 29 per cent, by 91 per cent of the 
families. 

About 20 per cent of the wealth is owned 
by the poorer families, that own farms or 
homes without incumbrance, and these are 
28 per cent of all the families. Only 9 per 
cent of the wealth is owned by tenant fam- 
iies and the poorer class of those that own 
homes under incumbrance,

of all the families. As little as 5 per cent of 
the nation’s wealth is owned by 52 per cent 
of the families, that is, by the tenants alone. 
Finally, 4,047 families possess about 7-10 as 
Anuch as do 11,593,887 families. 

A country is in a bad way when more 
than half of its families own only 5 
per cent of the nation’s wealth. 

The concentration of wealth has reach- 
ed a dangerous point when 7lgper cent 
of it is owned by 9 per cent of the fam- 
ilies. 

There can be no general prosperity 
when 4,047 families own about seven- 
tenths as much as do 11,595,887 families. 

The south contains about one-third of 
the population of the country, but it is 
needless to say that of the few families 
who hold in their hands 71 per cent of 
the wealth nearly all reside in the north- 
eastern corner of the union. 

The remedy suggested by the writer 
in The Political Science Quarterly takes 
the shape of a progressive or graded tax 
on individual incomes, gifts and inherit- 
anees. Such a tax would be just and 
equitable, and we must resort to it or 
see our country become a land where 
wealth accumulates and men decay. The 
concentration of wealth must be mace 
to bear its proportionate share of tax- 
ation or we shall see such a political di- 
Vision in this country as Senator Col- 
quitt described in the terse phrase, 
“Money on one side and men on the 
other.” 

It is impossible to consider these suzg- 
gestive figures without coming to the 
conclusion that the public welfare de- 
manus the remodelling of our financial 
and taxing systems.

Town and Country. 

When the coldest days of the winter 
are upon us, where do people freeze to 
death? In town, as a rule; hardly ever 
in the country. 

When hard times pine h the nation, 
where du people beg in vain for work, 
and sleep in hallways and churches and 
even seek shelter in jail? In town, asa 
matter of course, and not in the country: 

When famine stalks abroad, where are 
its victims? In town, and never in the 
country. 

When Bradstreet last week reported 
“an aliost unexampled number idle and 
suffering,” where were they? In town, 
us might have been expected; such re- 
ports never come from the country. 

When people are desperate and dis- 
contented, where do they defy the law 
and attack society? In town, always; 
in the ceuntry. never. 

There are hundreds: of thousands of 
people in the United States now out of 
work or barely eking out an existence, 
Who should study these pointers and 
draw a profitable lesson from them. Tor 
years to come it may be regarded as a 
settled fact that the town in overcrowd- 
ed. But in the country the man whose 
labor is his only capital can get steady 
work and make enough to provide him 
und his family with shelter, food, cloth- 
ing and fuel. This is more than hosts 
yf toilers: can get when they stick to 
the town. 

The farmers in the country are far 
from enjoying their old-time prosperity, 
but they can at least hold their own. 
With hard work, economy and diversi- 
fied crops they can live and keep the 


sheriff at a sufe distance, and have a 
little cash in their pockets. Asa general 
thing the country has stood the recent 
hard times much better than the towns. 

The man who is out of a job these 
davs with nothing in sight, makes a 
great mistake if he turns his back on 
the country and expects to make his 
living in town. He will find ten appli- 
eants for every place, and when matters 
come to the worst he will find that the 
town is a cold-hearted, strictly business 
place, where the moneyless man has 
few, if any. friends. 

These bitter truths wilkcome home to 
thousands of unfortunates before the 
winter is over, but it is not too late for 
many to choose the pathswof safety—the 
road leading to the country. ‘There is 
no danger of overcrowding the farming 
districts. There is room there asl a 
living for millions. Their productive in- 
dustry will swell our commerce, and 
then when the town begins to grow. and 
prosper with the country around it the 
labor market will change its conditions, 
and the tide will drift townward again. 

When times are hard, try the country; 
when business and industry are boom- 
ing, try the town.

the bishop spoke of and then applied them 
to that portion of the Catholic belief that 
holds sacred the host of holy coramunion, 
holding that Christ, our Lord, endowed it 
With ail the merits of His own flesh and 
blood, and that such it was, as such ac- 
cepted, without argument and in faith, tor 
there ‘s nothing, whatsoever it may be, 
that Christ is not all-powerful in. “It is 
not for me to tell the how of it,’ said Bishop 
Secker, “itis faith. If Jesus Christ shouid 
appear before me, upright, in person, then 
w.uld I see.-Him, knowing personally, with- 
my senses, that it were He. Yet not accept- 
ing it as | do the holy sacrament, with 
faith, for I know that my senses are not 
fallible. We have many tnings that are but 
plays upon the sight and the senses may be 
deceived in more ways than can be told. 
The Catholic church teaches me—and it is 
sounded in my ears, brought before my eyes 
and 1s my faith—with the harmonious voice 
of nineteen centuries that Christ is present 
on the altar and in the sacrament.”

Notwithstanding the sickness of many 
members of this congregation, a crowded 
house listened to Dr. Williamson on the sub- 
ject “‘The Preciousness of Faith.’’ 

Said the speaker in substance: There are 
great: pivotal words in our language about 
which thoughts cluster and revolve. God, 
Christ and the Holy Spirit are the great 
center around whom all things revolve. 
Death, life, light and love are centers about 
Which revolve much of thought, feeling and 
doirg. Next to these, if indeed not co-equal 
in importance, stands faith. From any 
yiew-point faith is a beautiful word with a 
divine idea. There are degress of faith and 
a of faith whether there be kinds or 
not. 

1. There is the faith of children. This is 
largely instinctive. It grows out of the 
child-nature and. is neither the product of 
theught nor the result of experience. It is 
very implicit, beautiful and admirable, and 
is full of high teaching. I gneve whenever 
l see that the poisoned arrow of doubt has 
@ntered into a chiid’s mind. A child with 
a crippled or broken faith, a wound in its 
tender nature which may cause it to limp 
and etumble all trough its life, is greatly to 
be pitied. With children, my hearers, let 
us be transparently truthful and honest. 

2. There is the faith of the noontime of 
life, when the battle is raging and the vic- 
tory or defeat is not yet decided. The faith 
of struggling manhood anu womanhood for 
victory over the flesh. This is the hour 
when faith needs to be strong and unwaver- 
ing. This is the fight of faith. 

4. There is the quiet faith of old age, when 
the battle has been fought and the victory 
assured. Our faith rests hen not only on 
a promise but on fulfilled pronise. The bat- 
tle has been waged. Cioud and sunshine 
have been fighting for victory ‘and the even- 
ing comes with every cloud in the sky shot 
through and through with sunshine as the 
king of day sinks grandly to rest upon his 
eouch of gold and purple. This is the beau- 
tiful, peaceful faith and quiet of a soul 
waiting patiently and gladly for the Fath- 
er’s summons to come home. Is it any won- 
der that the apcstle speaks of it as “‘pre- 
cious faith?” 

Faith is precious because of the value 
which Christ has placed upon it. We shall 
see things aright when we shall see them 
from the true view-point. The true view- 
point is Christ’s view-point, We see things 
as they appear to be. Christ sees them as 
they are. Ours is the limited horizon. His 
is the unlimited, the eternal. Faith, says 
the apostle, is more precious than gold That 
perishes. If a man loses his fortune, how 
quick we are to sympathize with him. Ilet- 
ter, far better, to lose every dollar than to 
lose faith. It is more precious than gotd, 
says the apostle. Christ said to Peter, 
‘‘Simon, satan hath desired to have you that 
he may sift you as wheat, but I have prayec 
for you that your faith fail not.’ Satan 
loves to capture the very best. Peter's fafli 
did not fail him, but his courage fled when 
he denied the Master. The “man of rock” 
erumbled before the gaze of the threatening 
mob. No wonder that, in his writings, this 
great follower of the Nazarene should have 
laid such strong emphasis upon faith and 
courage. 

The preciousness of faith, is seen by what 
it does for us. It is the eye of the soul. By 
it we see the invisible. We waik by faith. 
By it we have access to God and come, as 
it were, into the very presence chamber of 
our Heavenly Father. It is the victory that 
overcometh the world, and the power by 
which God keeps us unto the incorruptible 
inheritance of the saints in light. The vic- 
tories of faith are sublime, the heroes of 
faith are innumerable. May our taith grow 
stronger day by day until faith shall be 
merged into sight and hope into glad _ frui- 
tion and everywhere love, which _ 1s of God 
and is God, shall abound more and more. — 

At the conclission a husband and wife 
came forward, the one to confess his faith 
in Christ and the other to take membership 
with the congregation. 

The Central Presbyterian Church. 


The beautiful day and the fact that there 
were no services at the Second Baptist 
brought an unusually large congregation to 
the Central.

Strickler, the pastor, preached an excellent 
sermon from Acts ii: 4—‘‘And they” Were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost.” 

He said in substance: 

“Christ, before His ascension, had prom- 
ised His apostles an outpouring of the holy 
spirit, and had commanded them to wait at 
Jerusalem for it. This came on the feast 
of Pentecost. Pentecost was The ancient 
feast of Thanksgiving. It means fiftieth, 
and came on the tiftieth day after the pass- 
over, thus falling on the first day of the 
week. This typifies that the first day of 
the week had become the day of religious 
observance instead of the seventh, but its 
spirit was preserved. The old dispensation 
did not. end abruptly with the mew, but 
passover into was continued by and com- 
pleted in the new. As has been said, the 
new dispensation was closed in the o7d, the 
old 1s disclosed in the new. 

“The outpouring of the spiritual Pentecost 
is sent as the crowning attestation of 
Christ’s work. His worx had been to save 
the world, it had been in humiliation and 
ended in His crucifixion, resurrention and 
ascension. The Holy Spirit now came at 
the highest possible attestation of the truth 
ot Christ’s claims and teachings, and of 
the success and completion of His work. It 
came at Pentecost.that it might be wit- 
nessed by hundreds and thousands from all 
parts of the world. This was no doubt one 
‘cause of the great success ot later mission- 
ary efforts. Wherever Paul and the other 
apostles went they found some who had 
been at Jerusalem on that day, who had 
seen this wonderful manifestation of the 
truth of Christianity, who had perhaps 
been one of the 3,000 then baptized. This 
outpouring was also necessary that the 
disciples might be qualified for their work. 
The truths of these pages eannot be intel- 


lectually perceived. Though the apgsties 
had been under the teachings of Christ for 
thres years, they very imperfectly compre- 
hended the nature and truths of Christianity 
But after the coming of the spirit all was 
clear to them. 

“It is worth while to note 
under what circumstances this blessing was 
received. 2 

“All the people were gathered together at 
one place—they were not kept away by 
business or pleasure, but all were in the 
sanctuary on the Lord’s day. And they 
were asking for the holy spirit with one ac- 
cord—there were no _ strifes or discords 
among them. No people who ask for this 
blessing in that way will fail to recefve it. 
Though promised, it was attained through 
the agency of God’s people. God's settled 
rule is always to work that’ way. Where 
Gcd’s people are not present or are not do- 
ing His work, that work is not being done. 

‘In conclusion, let us notice what kind of 
preaching brought this blessing. In Peter’s 
sermon, which is given as an example, 
he proved to them that Jesus was the Mes- 
fiah and they had put Him to death—he 
showed them the way of salvation. ‘his is 
the.scriptural way. He first convinced them 
of sin and then offered them salvation. 
John the Baptist came before Christ. As 
we fulfill these conditions we will receive 
the same blessings. God is as willing to 
Save now and the truth is as powerful to 
Save as ever.”’ 
_ The music by the choir was exceptionally 
fine and was specially commented on by 
the congregation. 


’ At Trinity. 

It was very gratifying to the large audi- 
ence to see Vr. Lewis in tne pulpit at Trin- 
ity yesterday. ‘this is the aoctor’s fourth 
year and no preacher has given more uni- 
versal satisfaction, probably, in any church. 
Phe conference which has just closed sends 
him back for his fourta and last year, and 
Trinity showed her appreciation by a full 
house to hear his sermon, which was one of 
the best ever heard in the church. 

The following synopsis of his sermon will 
be read with pleasure by many who did not 
have the pleasure of hearing him. 

Mark xvi, 6-7: “‘And he saith unto them, 
Be not affrighted: Ye seek Jesus of Naza- 
reth which was crucified: he is risen: he 
is not here; behold the place where they 
laid him. but go your way, tell his disciples 
and Peter that he goeth before you into 
Galilee; there shall ye see him as he said,”’ 
= “Wiscovery at the broken Sepul- 
cher,”’ : 

The women who had been last at the 
cross were first at the sepulcher. They 
found it broken, and with its broken seals, 
the broken seals of mystery, and the hith- 
erto closed book of life and immortality and 
hope open. 

They found an angel in the grave at 
dawn—what we shall find there at last. 
He was strong—he touched the ‘great 
stone’ on the tomb of Jesus, and it rolled 
away. He was young. Perhaps he had 
seen the creation, the flood, ages; but there 
was no aging on his bright face, and no 
stains on h‘s splendid raiment. He was in- 
telligent and sympathet:c; the servant of 
Christ and of men. 

But they found a message in the angel. 
Christ, to honor whom he had come a select 
embassador from heaven and its countless 
hosts, had bidden him stay in the grave 
till the disciples got there, and give them 
His love. 

‘Tell them I am not dead.’’ They were 
seeking Him in the wrong place. So do we 
too often. It ‘s well to visit the sepulcher, 
but not to embalm the dead—rather to fill 
the sky above it with the perfume of the 
heart; well to look upon His face as it lay 
pale and expressionless in death, but better 
to view it in the splendor of risen life; well 
to see Him on the cross, nailed there 
through hands and feet, pierced, dying, 
dead for our sins, but rather to see Him 
stand on Zion’s hill, crowned and sceptered 
for our justication. He is not dead! He 
is alive forevermore; amid the golden can- 
diesticks, holding the seven stars in His 
right hand, the keys of death and the 
grave on His golden girdle. 

Tell my disciples and Peter I go before 
them into Galilee. They left me, but I love 
them st'll. Peter may think I have cast 
him off, but I. love him yet. Bid him, bid 
them all, be of good cheer; I have neither 
forgotten nor forsaken them. I'll meet 
them in Galilee. 

But Jesus was even better than His word. 
He had not gotten out of the garden before 
the sobs of Mary brought Him to her side. 
And when the two were going to Emmans, 
sad and disappointed, He overtook 
them, made their hearts burn with 
hope, and caused them to see Him. The 
ten sat still in fear and doubt in the upper 
chamber. but He burst upon them with His 
peace. He waited for Thomas; and to Pe- 
ter He went with His love. What would 
we not give for the facts of that inter- 
view? ee : 

“I go before you into Galilee, is His 
promise to us. But he comes here first. 
We have tasks to meet, burdens:to bear, 
temptations to overcome, sorrows to sub- 
due. Does He stay away? Nay. Sinking 
we cry, “Save, Lord, or I perish!’ and He 
cranilizes the billows under foot. Satan 
hinds us; but He touches our chains and 
frees us. Darkened homes, out of which 
our dead Have gone, He makes to sing with 
the music of the resurrection promise. He 
is as true to His servants as to the widow 
of Sareplu, and Elijah in the wilderness of 
Cherish. He is here to cheer the despairing 
and to strengthen the weak. 

And He will meet us in Galilee. He met 
the disciples. Wet and weary and unsuc- 
cessful he filled their nets and fed their hur 
ger. He drew them to the mountain uais- 
closed His glory, and left them sf His 
throne. When we come out of the last 
storm, the entertainment He will give us 
will be no simple repast on the seashore, 
but the products of wisdom and grace. And 
when he blesses. us in Galilee, when the 
nations are gathering, no intervening cloud 
will snatch Him from our sight. We shal 
see Him! And seeing Him, we shall be sat- 
isfied: to look upon the king in His beauty 
being the sum of all privilege and the inspi- 
ration of abiding rapture.

The classes of persons selected, the meek, 
the pure in heart, peace-makers are of a 
kind that man would scarcely select. “The 
elements of charaeter necessary for these 
classes are of the highest heroic order end 
possess the qualities of unflinching devo- 
tion to duty and courage toward God. They 
form the Saviour’s estimate of what is 
essential to perfect manhood. 

All the general propositions the doctor 
submitted were ably discussed and forcibly 
presented by example and argument. The

INTERESTED IN HOWARD. 


An Atlanta Policeman Who Is Reading the 
News. 


Patrolman A. R. Wright, of the Atlanta 
police force, reads the newspaper reports 
of the trial at Nashville of Dr. Frederick 
Howard, the shrewd swindler of many 
aliases, with more than ordinary interest. 
This interest is personal, and the patrol- 
man is exceedingly anxious to read that 
Howard has been convicted, for only until 
such a thing occurs will he feel that he 
has got value received for the neat sum of 
money of which Howard swindled him. 

Nearly.a year ago The Constftution pub- 
lished the story of officer Wright's transac- 
tions with the noted prisoner, but it was 
not then known that Howard was the man 
who had done the swindling. The trial at 
Nashville developed to the swindled patrol- 
man the nature of the scheme by which he 
had been duped. 

Two or three years ago Patrolman 
Wright received a communication from a 
man signing himself E. Ross, of New York, 
in regard to an immense claim in England, 
to which Ross believed the Wright family 
was heir. Wright opened up a correspon- 
dence with him and advanced littie sums 
of money at various times to defray the ex- 
penses of investigation. 

After awhile he received a letter from 
William Lord Moore, of 4 Ingersol place, 
Sheperd’s Bush, London, saying that he 
(Moore) had been coducting an investiga- 
tion as to the estate in the interest_of Ross, 
of New York. He also got séverai install- 
ments of cash from the Atlanta gpliapman. 

He received several letters from Moore, 
every one of which ended with a neatly- 
couched request for a little more cash to 
defray the expense of the investigation. 
The officer’s suspicions were at last 
aroused and he became convinced that 
Moore, of London. and Ross, of New York, 
were one. 

When Solicitor Charles D. Hill went to 
Iurope Patrolman Wright engaged him to 
call on Moore at 5Ingersol place, Sheperd’s 
bush, and find out something about Moore. 
The solicitor called there and leoked anx- 
iously for William Lord Moore, but he 
failed to find him. This was the end of 
the Erglish claim, so far as Patrolman 
Wright was concerned. 

Several officers of the Atlanta police force 
say they Know Howard very well. Ser- 
geant Ozburn says he has heard htm preach 
scores of times and says he is a shrewd. 
man. Howard was engaged in the ministry 
in counties adjacent to Atlanta.

NOT TO BELIEVE THE MORMON.ELDERS 


The Sad Experience of Alabamians Who 
Moved to the Land of the Mor- 
mons~-Mr. Welch’s Letter. : 


Birmingham, Ala., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—During ‘the past few years a great 
many good men in Alabama have been 
misled by the professions and statements 
of Mormon elders and missionaries, who 
have invaded the farming districts of the 
state in the interests of their faith and of 
Arizona land sharks. Among those who 
have been misled is one R. C. Weich, now 
living in Meca, Ari., and in a recent letter 
from that plate he discloses the facts as he 
has found them by experience. He states 
that there are many honest, industrious 
families in that town from Alabama and 
other states, who have been misled by 
Mormon elders and absolutely lied into the 
Mormon church. They sacrificed all they 
had in a Christian land and moved to that 
far off country, believing at the time that 
they were Mormons. They soon discovered 
their error and have ever since been trying 
to return, but cannot do so. 

Welch’s Letter. 


Mr. Welch says in his letter: 

“| am ot arweede that the good people of 
alabama have one Ben LeBarrow, trom this 
place,in company with one Morris, preaching 
Christ and Him crucilied, at Day’s Gap. 
Ben tried it at Purchancy, Ga., last spring, 
but it got too warm for him. He con- 
cluded he could see feathers in the air and 
Moroni revealed to him that Georgia had 
a little tar left. He will tell you how 
grand the Mormon church is, and what a 
magnificent coumtry Arizona is; how his 
church helps the poor; how much work 
can be had at high wages; how much va- 
cant land here, etc. But he will torget the 
main facts, to-wit: That, Mormons do not 
believe the, Bible; that they participate in 
the following vices: Dancing, intemper- 
ance, gambling and swearing; that they 
possess no morality; that a great many of 
them are practicing prolygamy now on the 
sly (and not very sly); that his brother is 
living with two wives here at this time; 
that we have a great scarcity of water by 
which to irrigate the lands already taken; 
that work can scarcely be had, and if from 
a Mormon (if the pay comes at all) it is an 
order on the Mormon stores. Nearly all 
of them are mortgaged for all they are 
worth. They are very superstitious, and 
sinfully ignorant. 

‘In this territory the whites, Mormons, 
Mexicans and negroes all attend the same 
school, which would not suit Alabama (nor 
me) and they haye a compulsory school 
law. Taxes are very high here. The Mor- 
mons are required to pay one-tenth of all 
they make to the church. In their articles 
of faith they say: ‘We believe the Bible 
to be the word of God as far as it is trans- 
lated correctly; we also believe tle book of 
Mormon to be the word of God.’ But when 
you sound them they believe all the Bible 
was incorrectly translated, except that 
which Joe Smith copied. They say the 
book of Mormon is the most encient, cor- 
rect and reliable history of Arnerica, hav- 
ing been discovered to the young prophet, 
Joe Smith, Jr., by the angel Prophet Mo- 
roni, and translated from the language on 
the plates into English by means of the 
urim and thummim, which was received 
with the records. Is it any wonder that 
parties pretending to believe this commit- 
ted the most blood-curdling crime recorded 
in history—the Mountain Meadow massacre? 
That they would perpetrate the swindle of 
the Kirkland bank failure, in OHio? That 
they murdered hundreds of converts who 
tried to escape from Salt Lake City? That 
the good people of Missouri and Illinois 
found it necessary to eject them for horse 
stealing and murder?’ 

Mr. Welch closes his letter, which is ad- 
dressed to The Mountain News, published 
at Day’s Gap, Ala., by suggesting that it 
would be well for the people of fhat sec- 
tion to recommend to the Mormon elders 
now in that neighborhood an immediate 
change of climate. 


AFTER THE DISTILLERS. 


That Is Those Who Run the Illicit 
Manufactories—Arrests in Alabama. 
Birmingham, Ala., December 10.—(Special.) 

Meputy United States marshals got in some 

good work in Warrior and Winston coun- 

ties during the latter part of the last week. 

At Pearson’s mill, Marion county, they ar- 

rested three alleged distillers, Jim Mce- 

Atchins, Milt Lawrence and Thad Frede- 

rick. They found and destreyed at this 

place a seventy-five-gailon copper still and 
poured out several hundred gallons of whis- 


Near the same place a sixty-five-gallon 
still was destroyed, together with 1,000 gal- 
lons of beer, 200 gallons of mash and thirty 
gallons of singlins. Two men were jumped 
here, but made thefr escape. A third raid 
near the same pfTace, only a mile or two dis- 
tant, in fact, resulted in the capture of 
Jim Dunaway, an alleged illicit distiller. 
Four hundred gafions of beer were poured 
out here. | 

In Winston county, fifteen miles from 
Houston, a still, twelve stands of beer and 
several hundred gallons of mash Were cap- 
tured. Andrew Jones and John Gilreath were 
captured here and carried to the prison 
in Jasper. The officers will make another 
trip through these counties during this week 
as they have other stills spotted.

FARMERS IN COUNCIL 


Meeting of the National Farmers’ Con- 
gress in Savannah. 


THREE DAYS OF THE PRESENT WEEK 


It Is Expected That There Will Be Over 
Four Hundred Representatives of 
Agricultural Statesin Attendance. 


Savannah, Ga., December. 10-—(Special.)— 
The meeting of the National Farmers; con- 
gress here th's week, December i2th, 18th 
and lith, will be a momentous occasion for 
Savannah, as it will be the first national 
body to hold a session in the Forest City. | 

The delegates appointed from each state 
equal in number the representatives and 
senators of that state in congress, and dele- 
gations have veen announced and will be 
sent from almost every state in the union, 
from Maine to California, and from Dakota 
to Texas. The governor of each state has 
appointed alternates. in case the regularly 
appointed delegates are unable to attend, 
and it is expected that there will be over 
four hundred representatives of the agricul- 
tural] states in attendance. The indications 
are that this congress will be one of the 
largest that has Been held in years and it 
will by no means be lacking in the import- 
ance of its work. It will deal with the 
questions of the day, especially those inter- 
esting to the -agricultural classes, in a 
purely non-political manner, as no discus- 
sions of a political nature are allowed in 
the convention. 

It is expected that the attendance will be 
much larger than the number of delegates 
who will attend. as others are much inter- 
ested in the proceedings of the convention. 
Then, too, it is a great field for political 
workers who are after finding out how the 
land lies. These conventions are said to 
be excellent wind indicators, although they 
are entirely non-political, and the politician 
is often enabled to find out how his con- 
tingent. may stand. For these reasons a 
large number of politicians from all parts 
of the country are expected to. be on hand. 

The committees are arranging to give the 
delegates to the congress an elaborate re- 
ception. The entertainment committee has 
decided on two features of the entertain- 
ment. They have accepted the offer of the 
Ocean Steamship Company, of the steam- 
ship City of Macon, and during one after- 
noon will take the visitors for a trip down 
the river. The other feature will be a car- 
riage drive around the city. The expenses 
of the entertainment have been estimated at 
2,000, and the finance committee will raise 
that amount at once. 

The hotels have arranged to give rates 
from $2 a day up, and board can be secured 
at private houses for less than that. A 
pamphlet, illustrating the advantages of 
Savannah as a port and commercial point, 
is being prepared and will be distributed 
among the guests. Some of the delegates 
to the convention have informed the dele- 
gates from this section of the south that 
they were getting tired of the rigorous 
winters of the northwest and were thinking 
strongly of settling in this section. Thre 


. advantages of Georgia and this portion of 


the south will be shown them, and it is 
believed that some will be induced to léave 
their cold northwestern homes for a warm- 
er clime.
